It seems to be not only a reasonable 
request but a vital one. One would disagree 
with the text of the protest in only one par- 
ticular. Churches cannot be regarded as non 
-essential construction; and adequate houses 
of worship are just as iinportant to a com- 
munity aS adequate homes. 


However, in all other respects, the re- 
quest of the Legion is timely. There should 
be a very definite order of priority for all 
building in Edmonton with homes coming 
preeminently first

Sued was 1,258 to the total value of 
$5,085,625. For the same period last year 
S58 permits were issued with a value of 
82.970.62S8 

In nparison with these figures com- 
mei | building is the most active in recent 
history, 166 permits being isSued up to July 


31 with a value of $1,607,710. Institutional 
buildings for the first seven months of 1946 
totalled 12 with a total value of $1,371,300. 

Home-building, then, is the major con- 
struction activity at present. It should con 
tinue to be so until the shortage is relieved. 
And it should be the policy of the city to 


encourage home-building at the expense of 
anything else.
